A sharp clash of opinion be- 
tween tho Bishops and the 
Lowcr House of the Convocation

Successive sessions have discussed 
the matter at length sinco. the pre- 
sentation of the report of the Joint 
Committee on the Church and Mar- 
riage to the ConvVocations “In June,

A large measure of agreement has 

been reached, and the, belief of the 
Church in marriage as a lifelong, 
indissoluble union has been strongly 
emphasised. : 
. Recent events have brought leading 
Churchmen to the view that it Is 
more than ever necessary for the 
Church to draw up a final, un- 
equivocal code, which will lay down 
definite principles from which there 
will be no departure, for com- 
municant members of the Church of 
England. 


BISHOP'S POWERS 


_ For this reason there is more likeli- 
hood of a dispute between the Upper 
and Lower Houses upon an Important 
point which -will: come under dis- 
cussion at the sessions of January 20 
and 21, 

_A special committee appointed by 
the Upper House has approved the 
principle that when divorced per= 
sons wish to remarry, the Digcesan 
Bishop may, if he has investigated 
the circumstances, and fects justified, 
direct that they should not be re- 
pelled. The Lower House is of the 
opinion that thls ‘freedom of action 
should .in no case be permitted to 
the Bishop. It is felt, among the 
clergy at large, that there should be 
‘a proper judicial procedure, and that 
ithe matter should not be left to the 
arbitrary decision of one ind{vidual. 
This opinion has ‘been — much 
strengthened during the ‘last foaw 
weeks, when it has fbeen apparent 
that there is a certain amount of

ECHO .OF SUDAN 
RISING 


KINDNESS REPAID 
AFTER 50 YEARS” 


The kindness of a native family to 
an Englishman in capilvity during 
the Sudan rising of 1085 is recalled 
in the will of Mr, Malcolm = P.; 
Lupton, an ‘engineer, of Lamarsh, 
Essex, 


Mr. Lupton,. who died four months 
ago, aged 77, left £250 to two native 
women. . 


A friend of Mr. Lupton stated: 
"Frank Lupton Bey, a ‘brothor 
of Malcolm, had been appointed 
Governor of Bahr-el-Ghaza by Gen. 
Gordon when the Sudan rebellion 
broke out. The Mahdi forced him 
to surrender, and he was token to 
Omdurman. Pe ‘ 
“Soon afterwards, Malcolm Lupton 
accompanied a column up the Nile 
under Gen, Buller, wha hoped to 
rescue Gen. Gordon from Khartoum. 
and Lupton Bey from Omdurman., 
But the attempt! failed. . ‘ 
“Lupton Bey died In captivity In 
May, 1888. ‘ 


“Years later, Malcolm Lipton went 
to the Sudan ogaln, and traced his 
brother's body in oa Mohammedan:

A child, the doctors say, may. be 
considerably underwelght according 
to the “average” standard and yet 
be perfectly healthy and appear thin 
slmply because he ‘has inherited 4 
slender skeleton, Under thelr sys- 
tem for determining correct weight, 
‘he will be, “normal.” 


On the other hand, a thickboned 
‘person carries more soft tissues and 
a heavy musculature that might ralse 
his welght above the accepted’ norm, 
He, too, would be “normal” when 
his bodily characteristics aro taken 
into consideration. 


The doctors’ new technique for 
determining correct weight. works 
us: 


They take the width of the ‘hip- 
bones from outside..crest to outside 
crest at the point of the widest flare. 
Next,, they divide this gure by the 
person's height times 1,000, This 
figure gives them thelr width-length 
index’ and expresses the width of the 
body: in relation to standing helght. 


Charts they have computed after 
many physical examinations then
